GENERAL  LAWS. 

Revised  and  passed  by  the  Governors  on  7th  August,  1925. 

4t==<!lS3=^ 

GOVERNORS. 

1.  Governors  shall  consist  of  already  registered  Annual  Subscribers 
of  £1  Is.,  or  their  representatives  and  such  persons  as  shall  give  £5  5s.  or 
more  in  one  sum,  and  an  Executor  of  a  Will  bequeathing  £50  or  more  to 
this  Charity. 

TRUSTEES. 

2.  The  property  and  funds  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  special 
Trustees  who  shall  be  at  least  three  in  number  and  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Committee,  and  who  shall  hold  such  property  and  funds  upon  trust  solely 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 


COMMITTEE. 

3.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairman,  a  Vice-Chairman, 
a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  of  members  not  exceeding  twenty  in  number 
and  two  members  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  to  be  nominated  by  that 
Committee  ;  three  to  be  a  quorum.  A  member  of  the  Committee  need 
not  hold  the  qualifications  of  a  Governor.  The  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
shall  be  represented  by  the  two  Senior  Honorary  Surgeons  or  in  their  absence 
by  the  two  Surgeons  next  in  seniority  who  may  be  present  in  the  Hospital 
at  the  time  of  a  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  shall  be  elected  by  the  Governors  at  the  General 
Meeting,  which  shall  be  held  in  every  year.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or 
resignation  of  one  of  the  Committee  during  the  year,  the  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  fill  up  such  vacancy  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  when  the 
appointment  shall  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Governors. 

5.  The  Committee,  which  shall  meet  once  in  each  month,  shall  have 
power  to  make  regulations  for  the  internal  government  of  the  Hospital ; 
they  shall  appoint  and  dismiss  the  salaried  officers  ;  they  shall  direct  the 
purchase  of  drugs,  provisions,  furniture,  etc.,  and  they  shall  at  each  Monthly 
Meeting  choose  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  visit  the  Hospital  from  time 
to  time  during  the  ensuing  month,  and  give  such  instructions  as  he  may 
deem  necessary. 

6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  paid  on  account  to  the 
Hospital,  and  deposit  them  to  the  credit  of  the  Hospital  in  the  Midland 
Bank  Ltd.,  or  such  other  Bank  as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
decide.  His  account  shall  be  made  up  to  the  31st  of  December  in  each 
year,  and  shall  show  the  nett  income  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year,  and  also 
the  liabilities  and  assets  on  that  date  ;  and,  if  approved  by  the  Committee, 
they  shall  be  printed  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  Governor  and  subscriber,  when 
passed  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

7.  The  Secretary  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  affairs 
of  the  Hospital ;  he  shall  summon  and  attend  Committees  at  their  Monthly 
and  Special  Meetings,  and  report  generally  upon  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital. 
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8.  The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  two  or  more 
Surgeons,  and  two  or  more  Assistant  Surgeons. 

9.  The  Surgeons  and  Assistant-Surgeons  shall  be  fully  qualified 
practitioners,  who  shall  have  attended  for  not  less  than  six  months  the 
practice  of  an  Ophthalmic  Hospital  and  shall  possess  such  qualifications 
as  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  render  them  eligible  for  appointment. 
The  Surgeons  shall  vacate  their  appointments  on  attaining  the  age  of  sixty- 
five  years. 

The  Surgeons  shall  be  elected  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Governors 
of  which  14  days’  notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  two  of  the  local 
Liverpool  newspapers. 

10.  The  Assistant-Surgeons  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee. 

11.  The  Surgeons  and  Assistant-Surgeons  shall  attend  the  Hospital 
for  the  purpose  of  seeing  patients  at  such  times  as  the  Committee  shall 
direct,  and  shall  conform  to  the  hours  of  daily  attendance  as  so  fixed. 
Leave  of  absence  shall  be  approved  by  the  Committee  or  by  the  Chairman 
or  Vice-Chairman  in  cases  of  emergency. 

12.  The  Surgeons  shall  have  the  Medical  Superintendence  of  the 
Hospital,  and  shall  decide  as  to  the  admission  and  discharge  of  in-patients. 
All  cases  of  grave  injury  or  disease  shall  be  brought  under  their  notice,  and 
they  shall  perform  all  Capital  Operations. 

13.  The  Assistant-Surgeons  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  pertaining 
to  their  office,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Surgeons,  shall  have  the  Medical 
Superintendence  of  the  Hospital. 

14.  The  Dispenser  shall  attend  at  such  times  as  she  may  be  required 
by  the  Medical  Officers,  and  shall  procure  and  dispense  all  medicines  ordered 
for  the  patients. 

15.  The  Matron  shall  take  charge  of  the  furniture,  equipment  and 
goods  ;  attend  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  hospital  and  apartments,  as  well 
as  of  the  servants’  and  patients’  persons  ;  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Committee,  she  shall  engage  and  dismiss  any  members  of  the  nursing 
and  domestic  staffs  of  the  Hospital,  over  whom  she  shall  exercise  the 
immediate  control.  She  shall  provide  for  the  patients  according  to  the 
prescribed  diet,  and  generally  attend  to  the  care  of  the  Institution.  She 
shall  allow  the  friends  of  the  patients  to  visit  them  only  at  the  appointed 
times,  and  shall  regulate  their  times  of  staying  but  shall  have  discretion 
to  arrange  otherwise  as  she  may  find  circumstances  in  exceptional  cases 
require.  She  shall  be  particular  in  allowing  the  introduction  of  proper 
articles  of  food  only.  She  shall  give,  and  be  entitled  to,  a  month’s  notice 
before  leaving. 

16.  Patients.  Patients  shall  pay  the  fees  fixed  by  the  Committee 
but  any  person  who  is  unable  to  pay  these  charges  and  who  shall  be  suffering 
from  disease  of  the  Eye,  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  as  an  out-patient ; 
and  such  as  require  capital  operation,  or  whose  malady  shall  be  of  grave 
character,  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  as  in-patients. 

A  subscription  or  a  donation  paid  by  a  patient  or  his  or  her  employer 
shall  not  of  itself  entitle  a  patient  to  free  treatment

nr  HE  Committee  of  St.  Paul’s  Eye  Hospital  present 
their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 

1928. 

They  desire  to  convey  their  grateful  thanks  to  all  those 
who  have  so  generously  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
Hospital.  The  Merseyside  Hospitals  Council  contributed 
£1,313,  and  in  addition  to  this  £180  was  received  from  the 
University  of  Liverpool  Students’  Rag  Day  collection,  £25  from 
the  London  Midland  &  Scottish  Railway  Hospital  Fund  and 
£26  5s.  Od.  from  the  Everton  Football  Club,  and  £200  from 
the  Trustees  of  the  West  Derby  Waste  Lands. 

We  are  also  grateful  to  record  the  following  sums  as 
contributions  to  the  Capital  Funds  : —

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During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  sustained  a  great 
loss  by  the  death  of  Miss  Emma  Bowring  and  Miss  Amee 
Fletcher  who  had  for  many  years  been  valuable  members  of 
the  Ladies’  Committee.  We  miss  them  greatly. 

The  Committee  would  specially  thank  the  Merseyside 
Hospitals  Council  for  the  great  help  financially  and  otherwise 
which  they  have  accorded  during  the  year  and  which  with 
other  contributions  have  enabled  them  to  effectively  carry  on 
the  work. 

We  are  much  indebted  to  the  Liverpool  “  Daily  Post  ” 
and  “  Echo  ”  for  the  installation  of  an  equipment  of  Pillow- 
phones.  and  to  the  late  Mr.  G.  Brookfield  for  a  generous 
donation  towards  the  cost  of  these.  They  have  been  much 
appreciated  by  the  patients. 

The  attention  of  friends  and  subscribers  and  the  public 
in  general  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Hospital  necessitate  a  large  extension,  particularly 
with  regard  to  the  Out-Patients’  Department.  Negotiations 
are  therefore,  in  progress  with  the  view  of  building  an  Annex, 
and  it  is  hoped  the  work  will  be  started  before  the  end  of 
1929.  This  will  entail  a  heavy  expense,  but  the  Committee 
feel  they  can  rely  upon  the  sympathy  and  support  of  Liverpool 
to  enable  them  to  meet  the  cost.

ANNUAL  MEETING. 


npHE  Fifty-sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Supporters  and 
Friends  of  the  Hospital  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
Monday,  1st  July,  1929. 

Mr.  Walker,  who  presided,  regretted  that  the  Lord  Mayor 
at  the  last  minute  had  been  unavoidably  prevented  from 
attending. 

In  submitting  our  Annual  Report  he  remarked  there  was 
a  Credit  Balance  of  £376  Is.  6d.  This  had  been  caused  through 
special  circumstances.  Looking  at  the  item  Land,  Buildings 
and  Equipment  of  the  Hospital,  it  would  be  observed  that 
nothing  had  been  expended  for  the  past  year.  That  was  not 
to  say  that  nothing  was  necessary,  there  was  a  great  deal 
necessary,  the  Out-patients’  Department  was  entirely  out  of  date 
and  needed  costly  repairs.  These  should  have  been  done  last 
year,  but  with  a  scheme  in  prospect  for  building  an  extensive 
annex  to  the  Hospital  to  bring  it  generally  up  to  date,  they 
were  not  carried  out.  For  this  building  scheme  a  considerable 
amount  of  money  would  be  needed  and  we  would  be  appealing 
for  generous  support  later. 

Turning  to  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  he 
pointed  out  that  we  were  much  indebted  to  the  Merseyside 
Hospitals  Council  for  their  support  and  for  the  sum  of  £1,300, 
contributed  by  them.  On  the  other  hand  our  Subscriptions 
had  dropped  as  compared  with  last  year,  as  had  also  the  sale 
of  Drugs  and  Medicines.  Referring  to  the  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  the  Chairman  continued,  it  had  been  a  wonderful 
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record.  We  had  treated  over  4,000  cases  since  1908,  and  in 
that  time  only  35  out  of  the  4,000  had  become  blind.  For  the 
first  time  for  the  last  four  years  one  case  had  not  responded  to 
treatment,  the  reason  being  that  it  was  brought  in  too  late  ; 
it  was  absolutely  essential  to  bring  these  cases  at  the  first 
sign  of  disease. 

We  wished  to  thank  everybody  who  had  helped  us, 
£180  had  been  received  from  the  Liverpool  Students’  Rag  Day 
Collection,  £25  from  the  London  Midland  &  Scottish  Railway 
Hospital  Fund  and  £26  5s.  Od.  from  the  Everton  Football  Club, 
also  £200  from  the  Trustees  of  the  West  Derby  Waste  Lands. 

We  gratefully  acknowledged  £1,000  from  the  Estate  of  the 
late  Mr.  James  Bibby,  presented  by  his  Family  in  accordance 
with  his  wishes  ;  £53  6s.  4d.  under  the  Will  of  the  late  Miss 
Alice  Oakes  and  £27  15s.  6d.  and  £50  from  the  Estates  of  the 
late  Mr.  R.  T.  Williams  and  Mr.  David  Williams  respectively. 

Mr.  Walker  stated  how  much  we  regretted  the  loss  by 
death  of  two  most  valuable  members  of  the  Ladies’  Committee 
Miss  Bowring  and  Miss  Fletcher.  We  should  miss  them  very 
much. 

Our  thanks  were  due  to  the  Liverpool  “  Daily  Post  ”  for 
a  Pillowphone  equipment,  a  great  boon  to  the  Patients.  He 
had  much  pleasure  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Report  and 
Accounts. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Lewis,  in  endorsing  the  Chairman’s  remarks, 
cordially  seconded  the  resolution  wliich  was  carried  unanimously. 
He  alluded  to  the  fact  and  regretted  that  the  Accounts  this 
year  shewed  a  Credit  Balance,  the  reason  for  which  had,  of 
course,  been  explained  by  the  Chairman.  He  felt  from  his 
own  experience  that  when  an  Institution  was  in  debt  there  was 
always  more  sympathetic  support  from  the  public  in  general. 
He  referred  feelingly  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Ladies’ 
Committee. 
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On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Saunders  Jones,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Parr,  the  members  of  the  Committees  as  printed  in  this 
Report  were  duly  elected. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Austin  proposed  a  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Ladies’  Committee.  He  said  it  was  a  very  pleasant 
duty,  and  those  who  had  been  associated  with  Public  Institutions 
knew  what  a  valuable  asset  ladies  were  to  them  in  all  their 
duties.  The  ladies  were  so  tactful  and  had  such  sympathy 
and  love  of  their  work  ;  they  did  it  in  such  a  satisfactory 
manner  that  it  reflected  very  great  credit  on  all  concerned  and 
made  the  Hospital  a  success. 

He  regretted  very  much  the  loss  by  death  of  the  two 
ladies  mentioned.  They  did  wonderful  work  and  we  should 
miss  them  greatly.  This  Resolution  being  warmly  seconded 
by  Mr.  A.  G.  Gibbs,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  A.  A.  Kerr  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Medical 
Staff.  He  remarked  that  this  occurred  year  after  year  and 
emphasised  their  valuable  services  to  the  Hospital ;  he  knew 
that  we  had  a  Staff,  both  of  the  education  and  the  experience, 
which  qualified  them  to  act  in  this  Hospital,  and  we  were 
deeply  indebted  to  them.  Mr.  J.  Kirk  cordially  seconded  this 
resolution  which  was  carried  with  acclamation. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Meeting  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
was  passed  to  the  Lord  Mayor  for  lending  the  room  in  the 
Town  Hall  as  also  one  to  the  Chairman  for  presiding.
